Election/Restrictions 

Claim 1 is allowable. The restriction requirement between species, as set forth in 
the Office action mailed on 10/15/08, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability 
of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations 
of an allowable claim. Claims 5-6, directed to different reaction transforming schemes, 
are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the 
limitations of an allowable claim.

Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
conversion of elemental sulfur into sulfane is known in the art (e.g., Gmelin Handbook of 
Organic Chemistry, Supp. Vol. 4A/B, ed. 8, pages 391-394, 1983. XP-002268680, 
Estep et al. (US 3920424); the closest prior art for injecting sulfane into geological 
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formation is the patent to Paul (US4773483), Paul injects liquid sulfane into 
subterranean formations (abstract) and precipitates elemental sulfur. It would have not 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the teaching of Paul to 
reverse the reaction after elemental sulfur is converted into sulfane. Thus, claims 1-17 
are allowable over the prior art.
